NEW VACCINE STANDARDS, 
CLEARANCE PANEL SET UP 


Scheele Says Creation of Board Is ‘First 
Step’ Toward Getting Inoculations 
Started Again. 


WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP) 
—The Government teday revised 
its standards for making Salk 
anti-polio vaccine and created a 
clearance panel to advise on all 
production — moves pointing 
toward early resumption of the 
nation-wide inoculation program. 

Surgeon General Leonard A. 
Scheele described the creation 
of the panel as a “first step” 
toward getting the vaccinations 
under way again. 

Details of the revision of 
standards were not announced 
pending their placement before 
manufacturers of the vaccine at 
an afternoon meeting. 

A Public Health announce- 
ment said: “We are informing 
the manufacturers of the re- 
vised standards which the Pub- 
lic Health Service will require 
for. the manufacture and testing 
of the Salk- vaccine and discuss- 
‘ing with them the details of 
their application.” 

Scheele did not indicate any 
date when. vaccinations — 
resume, but said: 

“We have now completed our 
discussions of manufacture and 
testing. We are now prepared 
to move ahead in the hope that 
we can clear them (batches of 


poo at the earliest possible 
ate.’ 

The Public Health in its an- 
nouncement of “revised stand- 
ards” said that details of the 
revisions “are not being an- 
nounced at this time.” 


The Public Health Service 
said the panel “will recommend 
action on all lots of vaccine al- 
ready produced but not yet re- 
leased and all lots of the vaccine 
which will be produced in the 
future.” 


However, its function will be 
only “advisory to the Director of 
the National Institutes of Health 
who will be responsible for rec- 
ommending final action to the 
Surgeon General.” 


A spokesman for the Public 
Health Service said the group 
“can be exptcted to move pretty 
fast on a given job.” He added 
“it is a fair assumption” that it 
will first consider lots of vac- 
cine produced by Wyeth Inc., 
Marietta, Pa., and Pitman-Moore, 
Indianapolis, which have been 
rechecked by the Government 
but not yet clear for use. 

An aid to Scheele stressed to 
reporters that “this is a work-

NAMED 10 TAKE 
CARNEY'S POST 


Nominated to Be Head 
of Navy — Radford, 


Twining Renamed to 


Joint Chiefs. 


WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower reached 
far down the promotion list to- 
day- for a successor to Adm. 
Robert B. Carney, his Chief of 
Naval Operations and the cen- 
ter of a recent controversy over 
Red China and the Fermosa 
strait. 

Mr. - Eisenhower nominated 
R. Adm. Arleigh A. (31-knot) 
Burke, for the top Navy job. 
Burke was a storm center him- 
self for having helped master- 
mind the “admirals’ revolt” of 
1949 against emphasis being 
placed on the Air Force’s B-36 
bombers. 

In that controversy Burke was 
closely associated with Adm. 
Arthur Radford, whom Mr. 
Eisenhower today nominated for 
a new two-year term as chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

The President completed a 
revision of his military high 
command by naming Gen. Na- 
than F. Twining for a second 
two-year term as Air Force 
Chief of Staff. 

Taylor for Ridgway. _ 

“Earlier in the month he “nom- 
imated Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor 
to take over July 1 from Gen. 
Matthew Ridgway as Army Chief 
of Staff. Ridgway too had been 
involved im controversy, dis- 
agreeing publicly with Adminis- 
tration plans for a cut in Army 
strength. His term would have 
expired in August with the other 
Joint Chiefs, but he requested 
retirement June 30. 

Burke’s appointment is to be 
effective when Carney’s two-year 
term expires Aug. 16. 

The White House denied, in 
answer to questions, that the 
controversy over what Carney 
did or did not say about the 
likelihood of an early Red at- 
tack in the Formosa strait had 
anything to do with the shift. 
Press Secretary James C. Hager- 
ty said Mr, Eisenhower had di- 
rected him to. praise Carney’s 
“distinguished and outstanding 
record.” 

Carney is 60 years old, and 
Hagerty said he could not fill 
out another two-year term be- 
fore he reaches normal retire- 
ment age. 

Burke, picked to take over 
the Navy’s No. 1 uniformed 
command at a‘time when the 
emphasis is on carriers and sub- 
marines, is not a naval aviator. 
He is 53 and only a two-star 
Admiral, No. 93 on the Navy’s 
list of line admirals. He was 
jumped over five full admirals, 
21 vice admirals and 64 rear ad- 
mirals.

U.N. to Borrow Its Own Charter 
From U.S. for 10th Anniversary 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., May 


25 (AP)—With some legal trepi- 


dation, the United States has 
agreed to let the United. Nations 
borrow the U.N. charter, basic 
document of the U.N., which 
was signed at San Francisco 


June 26, 1945. The U.N. will 
mark the tenth anniversary there 
next month. 

The United States has the 
document in Washington under 
an arrangement the charter it- 
self spells out. Article III pro- 
vides for deposit “‘in the archives 
of the Government of the United 
States of America.” The U.N. 


had no home of its own when 
that was written. 

Recently the U.N. asked the 
United States to lend the charter 
for exhibition at San Francisco. 
State popes lawyers ar- 
gued that would be violating 
Article III. | 

Negotiations followed. Final- 
ly it was decided the U.N. might 
have the charter if it would pick 
it up in Washington, take it to 
San Francisco and return it. 

The document is in English, 
French, Chinese, Russian and 
Spanish. Pages 10 by 13 inches 
are bound in blue morocco. The 
stock is a fine grade called treaty 
paper.

ENVOYS MEET TO 
BLOCK RED MOVE 
FOR NEUTRALITY 


Key Ambassadors to 
West Hold Strategy 
Talks on Countering 
Russian Measures at 
Big 4 Conference. 


BADEN - BADEN, Germany, 
May 25 (UP)—Chancellor Ade- 
nauer held strategy talks today 
with his key ambassadors and | 
foreign policy aids to forestall 
any Soviet move to neutralize 
Germany at the forthcoming Big 
Four conference. 

Attending the conference were 
Ambassadors Heinz Krekeler, 
Washington; Baron Hans von 
Herwarth, London; Baron Voll- 
rath von Maltzan, Paris, and 
Heinrich von Brentano, who 
soon will take over the duties 
of Foreign Minister from Ade- 
nauer. 

Germany’s permanent repre- 
sentative at the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization in Paris, 
Herbert Blankenhorn, and Depu- 
ty Foreign Minister Walter Hall- 
stein were also at the meeting, 
the first such since West Ger- 


many became sovereign under 
the Paris treaties. 


To Warn West. 


Officials said Adenauer would 
instruct the three Ambassadors 
to warn the Western Allies 
against any Soviet bid to offer 
Germany a package deal of 
unity in exchange for Austrian- 
type neutralization. 

The group also discussed Ger- 
man strategy, including con- 
structive proposals on reunifi- 
cation, to be laid before the Big 
Four conference. 


A brief communique issued 
after the two and one half hour 
conference said only that the 
Chancellor “presented his views 
on the pending foreign political 
problems and the questions re- 
sulting from. them.” 

Th2 communique, in recording 
the presence of Von Brentano, 
said he “will shortly take over 
the duties of Foreign Minister.” 

A government spokesman an- 
nounced yesterday that Ade- 
nauer would fly to the United 
States in mid-June and probably 
will meet with President Eisen- 
hower in Washington. 

Adenauer called his ambassa- 
dors home last week when he 
became alarmed over Washing- 
ton reports that the President 
had indicated his support for 
the idea of a neutralized Ger- 
many. 

Gets Reassurance. 

His alarm was based on mis- 
interpretation of the Presi- 
dent’s words. Before today’s 
meeting he had obtained reas- 
surances from all three Western 
allies that they had no idea of 
supporting the Soviet scheme. 

The assurances were strength- 
ened yesterday by Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles’s un- 
compromising rejection of a 
neutralized Germany at his 
Washington press conference. 


By the Associated Press. 

Informants said that Krekeler 
would give a full report on the 
American attitude toward Ger- 
man reunification, as outlined to 
him by Dulles last week before 
Krekeler’s departure for Ger- 
many. 

British informants in London 
said last night that Prime Minis- 
ter Eden’s government also had 
assured Adenauer that Britain 
would oppose any suggestion of 
a neutralized Germany should 
Russia bring it up at the Big 
Four parley. 

Dulles’s declaration against a 
neutralized Germany was 
greeted with scorn today in 
Communist East Berlin and with 
caution in Allied West Berlin. 

East Berlin’s Berliner Zeitung 
headlined in large type: “Wash- 
ington fears a four-power con- 
ference. Fears the collapse of 
NATO.” East Ger-naany’s Com- 
munist party organ, Neues 
Deutschland, headlined: ‘“Ene- 
mies of relaxation (in tension).

Richard O’Neil, a former St. 
Louis garage mechanic, was frée 
today on a writ of habeas 
corpus after serving 15 years of 
a 99-year-senfence for the mur- 
der of John Muentefering, an 
East St. Louis tavern owner, in 
an attemp.ed hoidup. 


O’Neil’s release from South- 
ern Illinois Penitentiary, Men- 
ard, was ordered yesterday by 
Circuit Judge Quinten Spivey 
at Chester, on the ground his 
civil rights had been violated 
pri... to trial at Belleville, in 
October, 1939, four months after 
the crime. 

In granting a habeas corpus, 
Judge Spivey, who heard testi- 
mony at the penitentiary, found 
that O’Neil had been held in- 
communicado without bail for 
42 days after is arrest. O’Neil, 
the judge said, was questioned 
constantly by East St. Louis po- 
lice anc St. Clair county author- 
iti>s, while confined in East St. 
Louis and Belleville. 

Judge Spivey, who acted on 
a motion filed by James Mc- 
Roberts and John Hoban, East 
St. Louis attorneys, said also 
that O’Neil had been returned 
from California to East St. Louis 
without extradition on a federal 
fugitive warrant which was im- 
properly issued. Th: federal 
warrant, he found, was based 
on testimony that a state war- 
rant had been issued, although 
a state warrant actually had 
not been issued at that time. 

Testifying on his own behalf 
last Friday, O’Neil stated he was 
beaten by East St. Louis police 
and not informed of the charge 
against him. Other witnesses 
were Lester Groh, former chief 
jailer of St. Clair county; Sam 
Strautz, former East St. Louis 
night chief of police; and Glen 
former chief of de- 
tectives there.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 25— 
A Senate-approved bill to regu- 
late wholesale prices of liquor in 
Missouri was passed last night 
in the House and sent to Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly for his ap- 
proval. Opponents denounced 
the bill as an “opening wedge 
for fair-trade legislation.” 

The measure was debated at 
length and a series of amend- 
ments proposed by its opponents 
were defeated before the bill 
finally was passed by a vote of 
92 to 17, with six legislators 
voting “present.” 

Representative Richard H. 
Ichord (Dem.), Houston, who 
handled the bill on. the House 
floor, asserted the measure was 
“in no way a fair-trade law.” 

Cites Reductions. 

“Its primary purpose is to 
eliminate price discrimination by 
the liquor Wholesalers,” he said. 
“Some wholesalers are giving 
the large chain liquor stores as 
much as $8 a case reduction in 
price, but do not give the small 
retailers the same reduction in 


price. 

“This "bill would require ‘he 
wholesalers to sell at the same 
price to all retailers.” z 

The bill would make it unlaw- 
ful for any liquor wholesaler in 
the state to give directly or in- 
directly any discount in excess 
of 1 per cent-for quantity pur- 
chases and 1 per cent for cash 
payment. 

It also would require the 
wholesale dealers to post price 
lists with the state supervisor 
of liquor control monthly. These 
price lists would be made avail- 
able to the other wholesalers 
and all of them would have 
three days after inspection of 
the various price lists to amend 
his list in order to meet lower 
competitive prices. 

Penalties for Violation, 

Violation of the proposed law” 
would be a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by suspension for not 
less than 15 days, or revocation, 
of the wholesaler’s license. 

House members, .many of

JEFFERSON CITY, May 25— 
A final decision on whether the 
people of Missouri will be asked 
to vote additional taxes on them- 
selves is expected to be post- 
poned by the Legislature until 
next Monday, the day before the 
1955 regular session must end. 

Still pending are bills to sub- 
mit to Missouri voters for their 
approval in a special election 
next Oct. 4 separate proposals 
to increase the state sales tax 
and to impose a state cigarette 
tax for the first time in Mis- 
souri. 

Because the confused and 
strife-ridden assembly appears 
unable to decide which way to 
jump, it is uncertain whether 
one or both of the tax increase 
proposals will be submitted to 
the people. Leaders say it is 
possible that both measures may 


sales tax revenues for the 
schools. 

This money would be in addi- 
tion to the school’s share of 
other state general revenues. 
The Legislature previously voted 
to give the schools 37% per 
cent of all state general reve- 
nues, and Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly has signed that meaasure. 


$16,000,000 Too Much. 

This means that the ‘schools 
would receive 50 per cent of all 
sales tax receipts and 37% per 
cent of all other general reve- 
nues. On the basis of estimated 
state income for the next bien- 
nium, the schools would receive 
annually more than $83,000,000, 
or $16,000,000 more than the 
amount needed to finance the 
proposed $67,000,000 foundation 
program in full. 

Senator John W. Noble 
(Dem.), Kennett, chairman of 
the Senate Appropriations Com- 


mittee, warned that this would 
take more than $20,000,000 a 
year away from other state pro- 
grams, and seriously cripple 
other state functions and insti- 
tutions. 

Noble said he thought the 
Legislature should forget about 
the sales tax increase, and sub- 
mit only the cigarette tax meas- 
ure to the voters. 

The cigarette tax revenue, | 
added to the school’s 374% per 
cent allotment of all revenues, 
would give the schools about 
$60,000,000 a year, or enough 
to finance the foundation pro- 
gram on a 90 per cent basis. 
This would still represent a big 
jump in state school aid, which 
amounted to: only about $46,(00,- 
000 last year.

MEMORIAL DAY PROCLAIMED 
PRAYERS FOR PEACE URGED 


WASHINGTON, May 25 ¢AP) 
—President Eisenhower today 
proclaimed Memorial day, next 
Monday, as a day of nation-wide 
prayer for permanent peace. 

Acting under a congressional 
resolution to set aside a day for 
that purpose, the President des- 
ignated the hour. beginning in 
each locality at 11 a.m. as a 
period in which citizens “may 
unite in beseeching God to 
guide the nations of the world 
into the ways of peace.” 

The proclamation said Mem- 
orial day each year serves as a 
“solemn reminder of the scourge 
of war and its bitter aftermath 
of sorrow,” and is traditionally 
devoted to paying homage to 
those who have lost their lives 
in war.

Past Action on Sales Tax. 

The sales tax proposal, to in- 
crease the levy from 2 to 2% 
cents on the dollar has been 
passed by the Senate but was 
defeated in the House last week, 
‘when it fell six votes short of 
receiving the necessary 79 fav- 
orable votes for passage. 

Sponsors of the measure, who 
were expected to attempt to re- 
vive the bill this week, said to- 
day that no effort will be made 
in the House to reconsider the 
bill before next Monday. 

Meanwhile, final action on the 
proposal to impose a cigarette 
tax of 2 cents a package has 
been held up until the vaca- 
tioning Senate returns to work 
at 4 p.m. Monday. 

The cigarette tax bill was pre- 
viously passed by the Senate. 
The House approved it last 
week, after adding an amend- 
ment giving all of the revenue 
from this levy to the public 
schools. The bill cannot be 
finally passed unless the Senate 
approves the House amendment 
next week, or the House decides 
to withdraw the amendment and 
re-pass the proposal without it. 


Part of Foundation Program, 

Both tax measures are intend- 
ed primarily to raise additional 
revenues to help finance the 
proposed new public school aid 
foundation program, which the 
Legislature has already passed 
and referred to the people for 
their approval in the Oct. 4 spe- 
cial election. 

The sales tax measure would 
bring in an additiénal $24,000,- 
000 a year in state revenue. The 
cigarette tax would raise another 
$8,000,000 to $10,000,000 a year. 

There are reports that the 
state school lobby, which has 
been backing the sales tax in- 
crease measure, might be willing 
to drop that proposal if the Sen- 
ate’ accepts the cigarette tax bill 
as amended by the House, and 
refers it to the people.

Elder Statesman Hails Woodrow Wilson's 
~ . Ydeals — Says We Have Power | 
‘to Attain Peace.’

NEw YORK, May 25—Ber- 
tara ™. Baruch, eldec statesman 
std adviser to Presidents. today 
declared that. when Woodrow 
Wilson “assumed the leadership 
of the world” by entering World 
War I, the United States pledged 
itself to a single purpose—to 
make the world safe for demo- 
cracy and all mankind. 


“Tragic as has been the his- 
tory of the world since the 
death of Wilson, and menacing 
as are the times in which we 
live, the world’s doom is not 
foreordained,” Baruch told mem- 
bers of the Woodrow Wilson 
Foundation, in New York, where 
plans were announced for 1956 
commemorative observances for 
the late President. 

“In the strength of America 
and her allies we have the 
means for preventing wer,” Ba- 
ruch asserted. “In the United 
Nations and in other agencies 
of international co-operation, 
imperfect as they may be, we 
have the means for reconciling 
differences between nations am- 
icably and fairly. 

Power to Preserve Freedom. 

“We have it in our power to 
preserve freedom, to attain 
peace. We need only the will, 
the courage, the self-discipline 
to do what the task requires.” 

Baruch, now 84 years old, who 
was high in the wartime coun- 
cils of the Wilson Administra- 
tion and whose advice has been 

solicited on major matters by 
all subsequent Presidents, de- 
clared that when Wilson lost his 
fight for United States mem- 
bership in the League of Na- 
tions, the “defeat was for all 
humanity.” 

“That defeat doomed the world 
~—as Wilson predicted it would— 
to a generation of sorrow and 
pain unequaled in _ history,” 
Baruch continued. “And the end 
is not yet. Freedom today stands 
in greater jeopardy than it has 
ever known. And men now have 
the power not only to extinguish 
liberty from the earth, but life 
itself.” 

Baruch recalled that Wilson 
had declined to compromise on 
principles making the League 
an “indispensable instrumental- 
ity of peace,” thus encountering 
defeat because his “voice was 
drowned in the discordant chorus 
of vengeance, ignorance and 
selfishness.” That determination 
to attain guarantees of peace 


_dangerous. To permit any nation 


the right to veto the decision of’ 
the control agency, or actions 


to compromise on the heart. of 
the league, we must refuse to 
compromise on the heart of ef- 
fective disarmament.” 


In his tribute to Wilson, 
Baruch pointed out that al- 


though the late President ab- 
horred war, he was prepared to 
fight “without stint” not only for 
military victory but for a just 
and lasting peace. It was then, 
he said, that “America assumed 
the leadership of the world” to 
make it safe for democracy and 
all mankind. 

“That the task remains to be 
done is not Wilson’s. fault,” 
Baruch continued. “He expressed 
the ‘common meaning of the 
common voice’ in his peace pro- 
posals. 

“In his insistence on interna- 
tidMal co-operation in a world 
in which nations could no longer 
live apart, he spoke a new prin- 
ciple for a new age. In the 
League, he offered men an in- 
strument of good will. The fail- 
ure of the League lay in that he 
could not provide the good will.” 

Assails Wilson Critics. 

Baruch termed “inaccurate 
and unjust” the charge made by 
Wilson’s critics that he brought 
about American rebuff of the 
League of Nations by refusing 
to compromise on the treaty 
with political opponents. 

Wilson's single point of no re- 
treat was on Article 19, Baruch 
said, which was the “heart of the 
league, binding members to “re- 
spect and preserve” fellow sig- 
natories against external aggres- 
sion, and to respect the terri- 
torial integrity and political in- 
dependence of each. To compro- 
mise, would have been to gur- 
render,” Baruch added. 

Wilson was “a natural leader 
who could ‘capture public opin- 
ion as by wireless,’” Baruch 
went on. “He led America and 
the world toward the goal of in- 
ternational peace and freedom. 
If we are ever to attain that 
goal, if we are to make the 
world safe for mankind, we 
would do well to learn from Wil- 
son. If we are to preserve lib- 
erty against the ruthless chal- 
lenge which confronts it today, 
we must understand it as he

“Attention is presently being 
directed to discussions of dis- 
armament and to peace propos- 
als,” Baruch said. “It is the hope 
of the world, of course, that the 
threat of war will be lifted, that 
the fear of atomic devastation 
will be dispelled, that the bur- 
den of armament will be light- 
ened.” 

_Sponsored U. S. Plan. 

Baruch, sponsor in the United 
Nations of the Russian-opposed 
American plan for international 
control of atomic energy to 
eliminate the threat of nuclear 
war and for world co-operation 
in determining beneficial uses of 
the power, warned, however, “we 
must not be beguiled by wishful 


“Every plan for disarmament 
deserves careful consideration, 
but mone can be adopted which 
fails to*provide direct, effec- 
tive and certain guarantees for 
enforcement of its terms,” he 


said, 

“International disarmament of 
both conventional and atomic 
weapons requires an interna- 
tional authority with power to 
inspect, control and impose pun- 
ishment, swift, sure and consign 
against any transgressor. 

“Any agreement which does 


aristocratic Wilson was a com- 
plicated man, but despite his 
complexity “the world recog- 
nizes him as one of the giants,” 
Baruch said. “The years have 
neither tarnished his ideals nor 
invalidated his principles,” he 
pointed out, adding: “They never 
will.” 

Recalling Wilsonian defini- 
tions of “Liberty” as the essen- 


tial of American greatness but 
involving the responsibility of 
self-discipline for the common 
democratic good, Baruch warned 
that “failure to exercise our 
freedom to discipline ourselves” 
may be an invitation to submit 
to the discipline of others. 

“Liberty is never secure,” he 
said. “The threat to it may 
come in many forms—in naked 
aggression, in stealthy subver- 
sion, in the slogans and blandish- 
ments with which tyrants mask 
their designs on people hungry 
for a better life. 

“It would be bitterly tronic if 
those nations of the world which 
have recently gained their inde- 
pendence and those struggling 
for it should be seduced by the 
false promises of an oppressor 
worse than any they have ever 
known. It is a tribute to many 
of them that they are alive to 
the danger and that they are not

HE recent developments

the agreement to hold the 
four power meeting ‘‘at the 
summit’’ to examine the 
causes for tension between 
the Communist and free 
areas of the world and the

This is a moment of oppor- 
tunity which should be ex- 
ploited to the full. Things 
have been happening which 
would have been considered 
highly improbable a short time 
ago. I believe that now the 
Western nations, and particu- 
larly the United States, should 
lay aside attitudes of suspicion 
and distrust. They should not 
prejudge Russia’s new posi- 
tion a false front assumed 
for cal or propaganda ad- 
vantage and, on that basis, en- 
ter discussions half-heartedly 
in the expectation that noth- 
ing worthwhile will come of 
them. 


Instead, they should pro- 
ceed on the premise that Rus-, 
sia now wants peace and more 
stable international relations 
and gontinue to do so unless 
and until-there is irrefutable 
evidence to the contrary. This‘ 
attitude should include readi- 
ness on our part to do every- 
thing reasonable, honorable 
and compatible with our basic 
principles to come to agree- 
ment on outstanding differ- 
ences. 

I can see nothing to lose in 
such a course and a very great 
déal to gain. It would be tragic 
to miss an opportunity for peace 
because the alternative is not, 
as some may think, a permanent 
condition that will be neither 
peace nor war. The alternative 
is. ultimate war—a war of hor- 
ror beyond the capacity of our 
imagination. 

Actually, the basic conditions 
of the world today are conducive 
to peace and not to war—hot or 
cold. For some years, a great 
tide of popular sentiment for 
peace has been building up 
throughout the world despite 
contrary and unresponsive con- 
duct on the part of govern- 
ments. This sentiment can be 
ignored no longer. I was in 
Europe two years ago when 
Winston Churchill made his 
first proposal for a meeting of 
the heads of the four principal 
nations and observed the enor- 
mous enthusiasm with which 
that proposal was received. The 
popular pressure for peace has 
continued to mount in the mean- 
time and it is because of it, in 
my opinion, that the meeting 
“at the summit” is finally being 
held. 

Three Fundamental Facts. 

The existence of a true basis 
for peace is due to three great 
fundamental facts which far 
overbalance the opposite pull to- 
ward war that is set up by the 
differences between govern- 
ments and ideological differ- 
ences between the Communist 
and free worlds. They are: 

1. The active hatred and fear 
of war that is shared generally 
by the rank and file peoples of 
all countries. At no time in his- 
tory have there been so many 
individuals who know the real 
meaning of war from bitter, 
first-hand experience. They 
shrink from the thought of an- 
other, even more terrible war. 
We know this is true throughout 
the free world. We have evi- 
dence that it is also ’true in the 
Communist world. Visitors be- 
hind the Iron Curtain report 
that the word they hear most 
frequently and on all sides is 
“peace.” It comes not just from 
gévernment leaders but from 
ordinary persons of all kinds un- 
der circumstances which reveal 
it as a genuine sentiment and 
not the parroting of propaganda. 

2. In all nations, there is an 
urgent demand on the part of 


rank and file people for better’ 


living conditions than they have 
had in the past and have now. 
They know this goal can be at- 
tained only with peace; that 
“cold war” postpones realization 
indefinitely; that actual war will 
not only destroy all hope of bet-

HE career of Ernest T.

terment but result in much 
lower standards of living. 

3. No nation has ever started 
a war unless its leaders felt sure 
of victory and also felt sure that 
the fruits of victory would be of 
great material benefit to them- 
selves and far outweigh the 
costs of war. At no time could 
the leaders of any nation feel 
less sure of victory than they 
can today or feel more sure that 
the cost of victory would be so 
high as to render it worthless 
and, in fact, would mean their 
own destruction. 

These three factors combine 
into a powerful and universal 
deterrent to war and establish 
the foundation for the building 
of genuine peace. 

Support of People Needed. 


It may be contended that they 
are not a restraining influence 
on the governments of Commu- 
nist countries and particularly 
Russia—that the peoples of those 
countries are entirely devoid of 
influence and respond like auto- 
matons to the commands of their 
leaders. Against this widely- 
held belief is the fact that a 
Communist government never 
undertakes any major move 
without careful preparation of 
its public. And, certainly, it is 
fundamental that no country, 
regardless of its form of govern- 
ment, could wage war success- 
fully without the sanction and 
support of its people. 

According to competent ob- 
servers, there is no public sup- 
port for war in the Commu- 
nist World. They report that 
the peoples of Russia and the 
satellites are now so definite- 
ly peace-minded that nothing 
short of conviction that their 
countries were to be attacked 
would develop a war spirit. 

We may be sure that the Com- 
munist leaders know the real 
sentiment of their people better 
than we do and the limitations 
that sentiment places on aggres- 
sive action. They know that 
there is a substantial if sub- 
merged opposition to Communist 
control in the satellite countries 
which would make them most 
uncertain allies in the event of 
war. They are also as fully aware 
as we are of the consequencs 
of nuclear war. In addition, 
there can be no doubt that they 
have exceedingly difficult . in- 
ternal economic conditions. For 
-these reasons, among others, it 
is logical to assume that peace 
would serve the interests of the 
Communist countries much bet- 
ter than continuance of the pres-

ent tension with its continuing 
danger of war. In any event, 
Russia has recently been acting 
as though that were the case. 
The big question is how 
should the United States re- 
spond to the new Russian po- 
sition? It is obvious that even 
if Russia is willing to aid in 
establishment of world peace, 
that peace can be made only 
with the collaboration of the 
United States. And if peace 
is to be achieved it must be 
approached with a different 
attitude and methods on the 
part of the United States as 
well as Russia. 

The dominant. theme of our 
international policy in most of 
the past 10 years has been fixed 
hostility to Russia. Influential 
persons in and out of our Gov- 
ernment have hammered on this 
theme incessantly. They say 
Russia’s ultimate goal is world 
domination and the universal 
imposition of the Communist 
system, to be won without war 
if possible but with war if nec- 
essary. For this reason, they 
argue, it is impossible to nego- 
tiate, agree or compromise with 
Russia—that our only possibile 
course is to develop and main- 
tain sufficient military ‘strength 
to discourage or repulse Russian 
expansion and aggression. 

Showdown Implied. 

If we are honest we must ad- 
mit that this has been the sum 
and substance of United States 
policy. It is policy which states, 
in effect, that the systems of 
the United States and Russia 
“cannot exist together in the 
same world and that one or the 
other must finally prevail. The 
implication is that at some point 
there must be a showdown. 
That, of course, means eventual 
war. 

It is significant that there is 
not a single other nation in the 
world that has this viewpoint on 
Russia and Communism. Our 
principal allies, England and 
France, definitely disagree with 
it and ascribe to it, as well as 
to Russia’s conduct, partial re- 
sponsibility for the continuance 
of international tension and the 
danger of the war nobody wants. 

Would it not be Wise for us 
carefully to appraise these views 
of other countries? In my opin- 
ion, it is both wise and neces- 
sary. The one thing that would 
most certainly give the Commu- 
nist world the relative strength 
of position which the United 
States fears would be disunity 
between the United States and 
its allies—and the one thing 
which will create that disunity 
is persistence of the United 
States policy of non-dealing with 
Russia advocated by so many in- 
fluential but short-sighted Amer- 
icans. 

New Confidence in Europe. 


Western Europe has made a 
remarkable recovery from the 
war, particularly in the past two 
years. With it has come a new 
spirit of confidence and inde- 
pendence, Europe stands solidly 
with the United States on basic 
aims but it will not blindly fol- 
low our country in methods it 
considers both wrong and dan- 
gerous. In, European countries, 
leaders and people see no neces- 
sity for a showdown war. They 
believe thoroughly that through 
negotiation and better under- 

standing all around, tension can 

be eased and a start made to- 

vere normal international rela- 
ons.

fection between our country and 
the countries of Western Europe. 

What then should we do? 
First, I believe we should 
change from an attitude of 
conflict to attitude of civility. 
We should accept any Russian 
overtures toward peace at face 
value for the purpose of ex- 
amination and consideration. 
The United States and other 
Western nations should make 
overtures of their own. Our 
leaders in government should 
establish the tone of the new 
attitude by using restraint in 
all official and unofficial 
statements on international 
matters, avoiding expressions 
of suspicion, distrust and hos- 
tility which have been all too 
frequent in the past. 

We should wage peace as we 
would wage war. This means 
that we should not expect peace 
to be delivered overnight in one 
neatly wrapped package but 
pursue peace persistently over a 
period of years if that should be 
necessary. We should be pre- 
pared for setbacks and disap- 
pointments. But we should re- 
fuse to accept failure as perma- 
nent and maintain a continuous 
pressure for settlement of is- 
sues through negotiation. 

We should take for granted 
that there will be some basic 
positions on which compromise 
will be presently impossible for 
either side. We should devise 
a way to live with them without 
fighting about them and con- 
tinue to work toward eventual 
solution. 

We should realize that peo- 
ples of other countries, with 
their different histories, ex- 
perience, customs and tradi- 
tions, are not always able to 
see things in our light any 
more than we can always see 
things in their light.

PHILADELPHIA, 

May 25 (AP). 
PPRAISING the internation- 
al scene as “calmer,” Adlai 
Stevenson called last night

“The differences between our- 
selves and the Communists are 
great and terrifying,” Stevenson 
said in a speech at the national 
convention of the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs.

e. 

“Our effort must be to make 
sure that their resolution will 
take place not in the old arena, 
where war was one of the weap- 
ons, but in a new arena, under 
new rules, in a new spirit. And 
the effort must be remorseless.” 

“Surely if we could afford a 
crash program to build the hy- 
drogen bomb we can afford a

Three of their special reports were 
submitted the last two days the jur- 
ors were in session.

As for the Bar- 
racks Housing project, there were 
almost two full pages of them.

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These reports were turned in three 
weeks ago to Judge Weinstein and 
copies were promptly sent to all 
county officials concerned, including 
the seven members of the County 
Council, the County Sheriff and the 
County Supervisor. . 

To date, there has not been one 
suggestion made by the County Su- 
pervisor or any councilman for put- 
ting into effect any of the recom- 
mendations of the grand jury on any 
of these three special subjects. Nor 
does it appear that there will be. In- 

they will be treated like all 
the other grand jury reports in the 
county. They will be duly filed with 
the Circuit Clerk where they will 
gather dust until in time they will be 
destroyed as “obsolete records.” 

Sheriff Mosley has not evidenced 
the slightest interest in the bail bond 
situation in his own office, despite 
the fact that the grand jury found 
many bonds in that office had been 
executed in a “highly illegal man- 
mer” and despite evidence of kick- 
backs from bondsmen to some of Mr. 
Mosley’s employes.

The Sheriff apparently intends to 
ignore the grand jury’s critical re- 
port on bail bonds as well as its criti- 
cism of hig jailer. It might be possi- 
ble to skip over all this if these were 
matters that the new Police Superin- 
tendent would take control of come 
July 1. But it so happens that the 
operation of the jail and the handling 
of prisoners once they are in custody 

remain the job of the Sheriff. 

It is indeed a blow to good govern- 
ment when the work of an honest, in- 
telligent grand jury can be thwarted 
by a combination of lethargic offi- 
cials who are too lazy to act on its 
recommendations and arrogant offi- 
cials who haughtily ignore them. 

That surely is what has happened 
in St. Louis county. It makes one 
almost believe the hack politicians 
who say: If the grand jury doesn’t 
indict you, you're “safe.”

Statements and No Decision 

The Government now seems to feel it would 
be safe to resume the polio vaccine program, but 
still is not prepared to do so. That is the way 
matters stood at the end of the first day’s-ses- 
sion of officials and scientists reviewing the 
program. 

Surgeon General Leonard Scheele says the 
Government has confirmed the safety of all 
vaccine released and used except two lots pro- 
duced by the Cutter Laboratories in California. 
There is a presumption, he says, that these lots 
could have caused polio cases, but there seems 
to be no certain proof. 

The Government was doubtful enough about 
the Cutter vaccine to withdraw it on April 27. 
On May 6 further release of all vaccine was 
halted, although officials insisted even then that 
there was no reasonable doubt about any vaccine 
other than the Cutter product. 

Three weeks ago the question was why the 
whole vaccine program had to be stopped in the 
absence of scientific evidence that something 
was wrong with all the vaccine. Now that the 
vaccine has been cleared, except for the two 
lots, the question is why the program is not 
immediately resumed. ; 

Dr. Scheele does not say. But the implication 
is that for some reason a decision on the pro- 
gram will have to wait. A Health Service spokes- 
man says that Dr. Scheele’s report “sets the 
stage for a series of fairly rapid statements” to 
come within a few days. 

How rapid can statements get? Counting back 
to May 6, when the whole program was halted, 
the Surgeon General has made a half-dozen 
statements on the polio problem. Secretary Hob- 
by has made three, President Eisenhower has 
made three. Various assistants, experts and 
spokesmen have added enough comment to aver- 
age more than one statement a day. 

So now the confused publie is going to get 
more statements, and become more confused. 
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The Obligation to Begin 

We published on this page the other day an 
editorial from The Macon (Ga.) News arguing 
for indefinite delay in enforcement of the 
Supreme Court’s opinion against racial segrega- 
tion in the public schools. 

The News presented a reasoned argument, 
moderate in tone, which boiled down to one sim- 
ple proposition: The Supreme Court should not 
require immediate observance of its decision be- 
cause “Southern whites are unwilling at the 
present time to permit forced mixing of the 
races in the public schools.” 


We do not know which Southern whites The 
Macon News was speaking for, but even assum- 
ing that it was expressing the sentiments of a 
majority of Southern whites, its position is un- 
tenable. What it is saying, in effect, is that the 
members of a particular group living in a par- 
ticular region have the right to decide for them- 
selves which parts of the Constitution and which 
Supreme Court decisions they choose to obey. 

This is not a right which any member of an 
orderly society possesses. Merely by being a 
member of an orderly society, every citizen ac- 
cepts the obligation to obey its laws until or un- 
less they are changed. 

In the friendliest possible way, therefore, we 
would advise Southern leaders that the time has 
come to stop explaining why they do not like 
the Supreme Court decision, and to start build 
ing public acceptance in the South for carrying 
out that decision. And we know of no better way 
to build acceptance than to do what many com- 
munities have done—to begin integration. 

Even small beginnings would help. In some 
Southern communities, there may be a case for 
iimiting desegregation at the outset to children 
entering school for the first time—which would 
mean extending the integration process over 


seven or eight years. In other communities the 
pace of change might be faster. The pace is 
secondary. The important thing is to begin. 
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Eyes on Vitale and Wortman 

The gangsters are making wary passes at each 
other over control of the gambling activities in 
this area. Admittedly the situation is a bit tense, 
but the police of St. Louis, the county and the 
East Side know exactly whom to watch—John 
J. Vitale and Frank (Buster) Wortman, rival 
hoodlums. 

Vitale has more than 166 arrests in his record. 
He was a leader in the Capone gang and served 
time for peddling narcotics. He is a Mafia gang- 
ster and right now is reported to be playing a 
part in the importation of heroin into the St. 
Louis area. As for Wortman, his photograph in 
police files is mighty well thumbed. 

Vitale has just been questioned by police about 
the mysterious disappearance of tWo former as- 
sociates of Wortman and the finding of their 
bullet-riddled automobiles. He said he knew 
nothing and that he had been away from St. 
Louis for 15 months. 

It is too bad that both Vitale and Wortman 
did not long ago leave St. Louis and environs 
for good. However, they have an excuse for stay- 
ing. No other place between the North and South 
poles wants them, either. 
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Now for Higher Postal Pay 


No great issue of principle being involved, the 
question of overriding President Eisenhower's 
veto of the postal pay increase bill had become 
a primarily political exercise long before the 
Senate vote was taken. 

It was something of a game, in which the 
stakes were not postal pay so much as the Presi- 
dent’s prestige and the Republican‘leadership’s 
readiness to support him. The object of the 
Democratic leaders was to find out how many 
Republicans could be induced to join a vote to 
override. The answer: 8. For their part the Re- 
publicans wanted to hold their own ranks and at 
the same time see how many Democratic votes 
they could get. The answer: 2. 

The final score was 46 Democrats and 8 Re- 
publicans to override, 2 Democrats and 37 Re- 
publicans to sustain. Thus the veto was sus- 
tained with a margin of 8 votes, and President 
Eisenhower's record of not having been overrid- 
den still stands after by far the most serious ef- 
fort in his Administration to beat a veto. 

Now that the game has been played out, it is 
the duty of Congress to get busy and pass a 
postal pay bill which the White House will sign. 
The Administration is willing to accept a general 
6 per cent increase, as provided by Senator Car]- 
son’s new bill, where it was unwilling to accept 
7 per cent in the vetoed bill. In addition, it seeks 
reclassification of jobs and increases in super- 
visory salaries that would bring the total in- 
crease to 8 per cent of the payroll as compared 
with 8.8 per cent in the vetoed bill. 

Surely the differences now are slight enough 
to permit quick action on a compromise measure. 
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Self-Perpetuating Lag 

Willard F. Libby, newest member of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, told the faculty and 
students of North Carolina State College in a 
speech last Monday that the shortage of trained 
scientists and engineers poses a vital threat to 
national security. This is added emphasis to 
what various military leaders and educators have 
been saying for several years. ‘Yet nothing is 
being done about it. And the worst of it is, as Mr. 
Libby pointed out, that the shortage in scientists 
and engineers is self-perpetuating since high 
schools can not obtain qualified science and 
mathematics teachers even for present-day 
requirements.

26 will authorize the city to borrow 
money (by issuing and selling bonds) 
to accomplish the projects now—and 
then pay for them in the years ahead. 

All of this can be done with only a 
very slight increase in taxes. St. Louis 
has a very low debt as compared to 
other cities and a low tax rate. 

In fact, the maximum tax increase 
that may result from the entire bond

issue will be only 5 cents on each $100 
valuation. Since the average home in St. 
Louis is assessed for tax purposes at 
$4000, this means that the average St. 
Louis home owner would pay only $2 
more in taxes a year—if taxes are in- 
creased the full 5 cents—for all the 
benefits of this bond issue program. 


It’s the biggest and best 5-cent bar- 
gain in St. Louis history. 


Polio Contrast With Canada 
T. R. B. in The New Republic 


Paul Martin, Health Minister of Can- 
ada, like Mrs. Hobby in Washington, 
knew a year ago that the Salk vaccine 
would probably be successful. This 
column has pointed out the benefits 
that might come from closer attention 
to Canadian examples so often that 
readers may be tired of it. But consid- 
er the contrast here. 

The Canadian Government took ad- 
vance responsibility; Washington did 
not. Last fall Ottawa laid down plans 
with the provinces; Washington did 
nothing with the states. In Canada the 
non-profit vaccine was bought by the 
Government, the cost being allocated 
50-50 with the provinces, and parents 
In Washington, the 
Government refused to govern. 

“Free enterprise” is a good thing in 


many ways, but in the credo of the 
Eisenhower Administration the phrase 
has mystical connotations that produce 
mental blockage. Canadian Martin 
showed imagination; Mrs. Hobby did not. 

Indeed, we feel the basic charge 
against Mrs. Hobby is graver. As we 
look over her whole record, it is not 
so much imagination that she lacks but 
something deeper—compassion. More 
than 88 children inoculated south of 
the Canadian border contracted polio; 
so far, we understand, not one has con- 
tracted it north of the border. Distribu- 
tion is a mess in the United States: in 
Canada it is “working out extremely 
well,” Martin reports. 

Question: Is “free enterprise” really 
aided when government abdicates its 
proper functions?

Israeli Co-op Communities 
LIFE IN A KIBBUTZ, by Murray Weingarten. (The 

Reconstruction Press, 173 pqs., $3.25.) 

America knew something of commu- 
nity life as practiced in these Israeli ag- 
ricultural settlements. Some of them, as 
Oneida in New York and Bethel in Mis- 
souri, succeeded so well economically 
that a second generation with a passion 
for profits insisted on a split-up of the 
economic gains. 


Whatever the chances of survival in 
face of the non-co-operative flood tide 
of immigration from North Africa and 
Asia, the kibbutzim today constitute 232 
communities, a rural population of 
75,000 persons. 


These settlements, in the beginning 
semi-military outposts, now produce 
twqthirds of all the wheat and one- 
third of all the potatoes, more than half 
the milk and above a quarter of all the 
eggs. Largely as a result of co-operative 
marketing, Israeli farmers receive 59 
per cent of the consumer price, in con- 
trast to 45 per cent in the United States, 


Time has brought modification in the 
communal life, including some hired 
labor and the development of light in- 
dustries in addition to agriculture. Mr. 
Weingarten, young, well educated and 
American, is able to bring perspective 
into his account of the sense of dedica- 
tion which made him a member ef 
Geshir Haziv, on the edge of Arab 
danger. 


No money was to be used in these 
settlements, and there was no private 
property, no hired labor, and all pro- 
duce was to be: marketed by the group 
as a whole, purchases being made in the 
Same manner.

Memories of the Gold Rush 
PIKE'S PEAK OR . . . BUSTEDI: FRONTIER REM- 

INISCENCES OF WILLIAM HAWKINS HEDGES, 

edited by Herbert O. Brayer. (The Branding lron 

Press, 150 pgs., $7.50.) 

The Pike's Peak Gold Rush, begin- 
ning late in 1858, following the Panic 
of 1857, was perhaps the psychological 
“shot in the arm” that the American 
economy really needed. With banks elos- 
ing their doors, business failures multi- 
plying and misery stalking the city and 
factory areas of the East, the Gold Rush 
came as a heaven-sent blessing. 


Among those who caught the gold 
fever was 27-year-old William Hawkins 
Hedges of Sidney, Iowa, who, in addition 
to farming, was the county’s leading 
young surveyor and engineer. Taking 
leave of his wife and young son, he 
joined a party making the trek across 
the plains from Iowa to the canvas and 
clapboard boomtown of Denver. From 
Denver the party went on to the raw 
mining camp of Tarryall in South Park 
among the 14,000-foot peaks of the 
Colorado Rockies. 

Mr. Hedges’s journal of his trip 1 
the Gold Fields is replete with experi- 
ences on the trail and in the gold camps. 
There was no place for the weak ard 
the faint-hearted. The author tells of 
the heart-breaking labor of digging out 
the yellow dust and gives detailed de- 
scriptions of prospecting, sluicing and 
claim jumping: He tells of his run-in 
with a drunken fur trader and of his 
hair-raising experiences in an Indian 
camp during an all-night Indian debauch. 

This detailed and colorful account of 
Mr. Hedges’s Gold Rush experiences, 
here printed for the. first time, is al- 
other worthy chapter of pioneer experi- 
ences when men and women, through 
toil, faith and courage built a great ma- 
tion out of the vast wilderness.

Phil M. Donnélly for his 
approval, revises the existing law 
to bring it into conformity with 
the Federal Housing Act of 1954, 
which was changed to permit 
federal participation in programs 
to modernize and restore exist- 
ing buildings in slum areas. 
Under provisions of the pres- 
ent state law, projects are lim- 
ited to those calling for the 
elimination of slums and rebuild- 
ing of substandard and blighted 
housing areas. The proposed new 
law will permit St. Louis to 
qualify for federal funds for use 
in projects involving a combina- 
tion of slum clearance, redevel- 
opment and rehabilitation. 
The bill was sponsored by the 
St. Louis city administration and 
St. Louis Land Clearance for Re-

More Details Disclosed of 
Singapore Mob’s Murder of 
U.P. Man, 


WASHINGTON, May 25 (UP) 
—The United Press today asked 
for the co-operation of the State 
Department in obtaining a “full 
and fair” investigation into the 
death of Gene Symonds, U.P. 
correspondent who was killed by 
a mob in Singapore while cov- 
ering a bus strike. 


Frank H. Bartholomew, U.P. 
president, said in a message to 
Secretary of States John Foster 
Dulles that he had received a re- 
port from the United Press Sing- 
apore bureau “which seems to 
establish beyond doubt that Mr. 
Symonds came to his déath part- 
ly because of the failure of the 
Singapore police to discharge 
their duty.” 

Bartholomew said he was ask- 
ing for the State Department’s 
assistance “‘not only in behalf of 
the United Press and Mr. Sy- 
monds’s family but for the pro- 
tection of American foreign cor- 
respondents everywhere.” 

A report from the U.P. Sin- 
gapore bureau contained details 
about the crime which so far 
have not been included in state- 
ments issued by the Singapore 
police. This report said that 
after Symonds was attacked, his 
taxicab driver tried to get the 
police at a roadblock to go to 
Symonds’s assistance. The cab 
driver’s account said the police 
declined to act and, meanwhile, 
Symonds lay in the street for 
at least,30 minutes. 

During this time he was bleed- 
ing profusely and apparently 
was in great pain. Peter Sum, 
a Chinese friend of Symonds, 
was the first person to come to 
his assistance. He reported that 
although Symonds was suffer- 
ing from the severe beating he 
still was able to talk. He said 
Symonds recognized him and 
spoke to him. Sum said he went 
back to the roadblock and tried 
to get police assistance for 
Symonds. 

But it was not until two Chi- 
nese boys who had fojlowed Sum 
on foot into the riot area 
brought their truck to the scene 
that Symonds was started to the 
hospital. The two boys lifted 
Symonds into the truck and 
drove back toward the roadblock. 
At that point a’police radio car 
met them, turned around and 
led the way to the hospital. 

A report from Consul General 
Berry to the State Department 
said that when Symonds’s taxi- 
cab driver reported the assault 
to the police at the roadblock, 
they told him they could not go 
to Symonds’s assistance because 
they were under orders not to 
leave the roadblock. However, 
they did send a radio message 
to police headquarters. The

$5,000,000 Grant ~to Help 
Students Resist Tempting 
Industrial Offers.

NEW YORK, May 25 — The 
Alfred P. Sloan foundation yes- 
terday set up a $5,000,000 special 
fund to help promising young 
scientists resist tempting offers 
from industry or Government 
and continue vital basic research 
in college laboratories. 


Alfred P. Sloan Jr., founda- 
tion president, said that at pres- 
ent industry or Government 
grabs most talented young scien- 
tists as soon as they gét doctor- 
ates, and puts them to work in 
applied research making better 
automobiles, freezers or bombs. 

This leaves only a small mi- 
nority to work away in the most 
fundamental field of all—basic 
research in the physical sciences 
such as biology, chemistry and 
electronics, Sloan said. Basic 
research seeks not to make an 
automobile, freezer or bomb but 
to discover elemental truths and 
laws on which the applied re- 
searchers build their work, he 
added. 

Sloan said that the ‘new fund 
could aid basic researchers in 
different ways. Grants from it 
could supplement their college 
‘salaries, or relieve them from 
college teaching duties for a pe- 
riod, or provide them with a 
staff of assistants.

FRENGH SENDING 
MORE SOLDIERS 
INTO ALGERIA 


Elements of 14th Di- 
vision Arriving From 
Tunisia—Morocco Vi- 
olence Increases. 


PARIS, May 25 (AP)—Ele- 
ments of the French Fourteenth 
Infantry Division are moving 
into troubled Algeria from the 
French protectorate of Tunisia. 


They have been stationed re- 
cently in the Sfax and Gafsa re- 
gions. Since France concluded 
a recent agreement to give Tu- 
nisia home rule, Arab guerrilla 
activity has virtually halted in 
that protectorate. However, na- 
tionalists have been increasingly 
active in Algeria, organically a 
part of France. 

The National Defense Council, 
France’s top security body, ap- 
proved a new series of measures 


for Algeria last night. Details 
were not announced. 
Rise in Forces. 
Previous measures ordered 


provide for the increase of 
French forces there to about 
100,000 men. The guerrillas are 
said to number about 1500. 

President Rene Coty met with 
the full cabinet today for a dis- 
cussion of North Africa, includ- 
ing the equally troubled protec- 
torate of Morocco on the north- 
west coast. 

There was some talk that Mar- 
shal Alphonse Juin, France’s 
top soldier and a veteran of 
North African service, might be 
assigned to temporary command 
throughout the area. Juin and 
Interior Minister Maurice 
Bourges-Maunoury are to visit 
Algeria later this week.

“I have given the necessary 
orders so that rebels seized with 
arms in their hands will be pun- 
ished without pity or delay and 
their B-y yercers pursued and 
punished.” 

In at least one area, local ad- 
ministrators were talking of col- 
lective responsibility—the pun- 
ishment of whole villages for 
rebel attacks. This already has 
been applied in modified form 
by compelling villagers to repair 
damage done by guerrillas in 
their areas. 

Unlike Indochina, French 
North Africa has no geographic 
connections with any Communist 
power. But even in Indochina the 
Communists were relatively 
small in number until they capi- 
talized on nationalist fervor. 

Except for the French and a 
few other European colonists, 
the North Africans are united by 
ties of Arab race and Moslem 
faith with the independent lands 
of the Middle East. The French 
charge that men and arms are 
being sent to the nationalists in 
their domain from Egypt and 
Libya. 


JAPAN MEETS OBLIGATION 
ON INTERNED SOLDIERS 


TOKYO, May 25 (AP) — 
Japan announced today it had 
deposited. $12,600,000 in pounds 
sterling with the International 
Red Cross at Geneva as com- 
pensation for soldiers interned 
here in World War II. 

The foreign office said the ac- 
tion fulfilled an obligation under 
article 16 of the San Francisco

TAYLOR CALLS 
KOREA SYMBOL 
OF RED DEFEAT 


General Preparing to 
Leave Far East—Says 
Eighth Army Is Bat- 
tleworthy. 


TOKYO, May 25 (AP)—Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor, preparing to 
leave the Far East to become 
United States Army chief of 
staff, said today the Korean 
armistice line should be “a con- 
stant reminder to the Communist 
world and encouragement to the 
free world that we defeated the 


Communists on the battlefield.” 

“We of the free world don’t 
think with the pride about our 
accomplishments in Korea to 
the degree the record indicates,” 
said Taylor, Eighth Army com- 
mander at the time of the truce 
and Far East commander since 
April 1. 

Taylor told the Tokyo Foreign 
Correspondents Club the Eighth 
Army. manning the Korean front 
“is just as sound today, just as 
battleworthy, as when the armis- 
tice was signed.” 

The four-star general said he 
would leave June 5 and go by 
way of Southeast Asia and Eu- 
rope to get up to date “on the 
American mission.” 

Succeeding Ridgway. 

Taylor will become chief of 
staff June 30. He succeeds Gen. 
Matthew’ B. Ridgway, who was 
displeased with cuts recently 
voted in the Army budget. Ridg- 
way will retire. 

Gen. Lyman L. Lemnitzer, 
commander of Far East Army 
forces and the United States 
Eighth Army, will take Taylor’s 
Far East command. 

The Army said Taylor’s return 
through Europe “is routed to al- 


low him to pass through areas 


not previously visited, and to es- 
tablish with senior officials con- 
tacts which will be useful in 
preparation for his assumption 
of the: ‘duties of chief of staff.” 

He will stop in South Korea, 
Okinawa, Formosa, Hong Kong, 
Burma, India, Pakistan, Lebanon, 
Germany, France, Spain and 
Portugal. 

Taylor led the 101st Airborne 
Division in Europe in World War 
II and the Eighth Army in the 
closing days of the Korean war. 

Taylor said, “I don’t think we 
capitalize enough in our military 
leadership. on the fact that al- 
most every American boy likes 
to do something hard, to face a 
challenge.” 

Far East Summary. 

In a farewell summary of mili- 
tary developments in the Orient, 
Taylor said the non-Communist 
nations should be proud of: 

1. South Korea:as “a commit- 
ted ally, not showing any reluc- 
tance to bear any burden required 
in a military or economic sense. 
I have a great respect for the 
Korean people and their Presi- 
dent,” Syngman Rhee. 

2. “The progress made in de- 
veloping a competent military 
force for South Korea.” With the 
20-division South Korean army 
“the Koreans can certainly look 
after themselves against any 
enemy not sustained from out- 
side Korea. 

3. The United effort made by 
the 16 nations fighting and 
“sharing the same hardships in 
Korea.” Taylor said this “repre- 
sents a great deal for the long 
pull.” 

4. “Eye-opening, visible prog- 
ress made toward developing a 
great base and military installa- 
tions on Okinawa so that it is 
coming to resemble Hawaii.”

SIASSEN TELLS 
DISARMAMENT 


Says Reds Block Attempt 
to End Arms Race by 
Refusal to Permit In- 
spections. 


CHICAGO, May 25 (AP) — 
Harold E. Stassen said today 
that despite surface cynicism 
most Americans believe an ac- 
ceptable plan for world disarma- 
ment is possible. 

In his new job as President 
Eisenhower's special assistant for 
disarmament, Stassen said, he is 
trying “to devise an approach 
on which all nations, large and 
small, can agree to accept re- 
ciprocal responsibility for its 
success.” 


People Discussing Peace. 

“Americans do want peace,” 
Stassen said in an address -pre- 
pared for the annual convention 
of the National Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers. “ My of- 
fice has been deluged with mail, 
revealing dramatically that peo- 
ple from every walk of life are 
thinking about, writing about, 
and talking about peace. 

“This huge volume of mail 
supports the President’s convic- 
tion that the American people 
believe something can be done 
about the current arms race for 
military supremacy.” 

Stassen, who continues tempo- 
rarily as director of the Foreign 
Operations Administration while 
on his new assignment, said “it 
is my hope and prayer that I may 
in some degree justify the in- 
formal title that has been placed 
upon the assignment—‘Secretary 
of Peace’.” 

Thus far, attempts to end 
the arms race between Com- 
munist and Western countries 
have been blocked by Soviet re- 
fusal to permit full inspection 
on all arms stockpiles and arms- 
making facilities, and Westérn 
insistance that any disarmament 
agreement without full inspec- 


| tion is worthless. 


. « » We do know this,” Stas- 
sen said. “In history every hotly 
contested arms race has usually 
ended in a cruelly destructive 
war. We also recognize that a 


| one-sided willingness to discard 
arms has only invited aggres- 


sion by those nations rejecting 
disarmament. Thus it is clear 
the answer must never be uni- 
lateral weakness.” 

Stakes So High. 


Stassen said the stakes for the 
United States, Russia “and for 
all mankind are so high that we 
must succeed in resolving this 
number ,one question on the 
world agenda today.” 


He added that the search for 
a solution to the arms race “will 
take time.” 


“But I have been heartened to 
discover that most people who 
have written me and with whom 
I have talked have no delusions 
about the enormity of the task,” 
he said. “More important, while 
the surface cynicism harbored 
by some confirmed skeptics 
tends to obscure the deep long- 
ing most Americans have for 
peace, it is a fact that most peo- 
ple believe that an acceptable 
disarmament plan is possible.”

No Cases of Disease. At- 
tributed to Vaccine — 
Other Nations Making) fu; 


Plans. 


LONDON, May 25 ‘{AP)— 
Canada and Denmark today re- 
ported they have vaccinated 
about 1,150,000 children against 
poliomyelitis with Salk-type vac- 
cine. Officials said not a single 
case of the disease attributable 
to the vaccine has turned up. 

Canada has inoculated about 
750,000 children so far. One post- 
inoculation case of polio has 


been reported, but “it was found 
to have been infected with the 
virus before getting its first in- 
jection,” a Federal Health De- 
— spokesman in Ottawa 
said, 

In Denmark 400,000 children 
have been needled, Authorities 
in Copenhagen said no polio has 
been reported in the country 
since the program began five 
weeks ago. 

Canada and Denmark are the 
only countries outside the United 
States carrying on programs of 
mass inoculations. 

In some, Polio is not a major 
medical problem. These: include 


Netherlands, although France’s 
Pasteur Institute is developing a 
vaccine similar to Dr. Jonas 
Salk’s and plans to test it on a 
sizable scale in about two 
months. ° 


* Shortage Causes Delay. 

Shortage of the vaccine has de- 
layed some programs. Norway 
for reason has postponed indef- 
initely an ambitious campaign to 
inoculate all elementary school 
pupils. Switzerland does not ex- 
pect supplies from the United 
States until August and will test 
it extensively before using it. 

News of United States difficul- 
ties with the vaccine has delayed 
other programs. Britain’s medical 
research council, which planned 
test waccinations, is awaiting a 
study of safety methods a mem- 
ber of its staff is making in the 
United States. 


Germany’s first mass vaccina- 
tion, in the city of Frankfurt, 
has been put off until after the 
dangerous summer season.

Swe- 
den’s is cultivated on human 
tissue, from legal abortions. 
In the United States, about 
6,000,000 children have received 
first shots in a three-shot series. 
When post-vaccination polio be- 
gan cropping up last month, the 
mass vaccination program was 
slowed and finally suspended 
for safety rechecks of the vac- 
cine. Inoculation since then has 
been on a limited scale only. 

As of yesterday, the United 
States Public Health Service had 
confirmed 88 _ post-inoculation 
cases of polio, including five 
deaths. 


FORCED FEEDING 
OF IMPRISONED 
TWINS CHARGED 


LOS ANGELES, May 25 (UP) 
—Mrs. Catherine L. Peter, sister 
of the Finn twins, said today she 
has received word from a federal 
official] that her hunger-striking 
brothers have been forcibly fed 
at the Springfield (Mo.) medical 
center for federal prisoners. 

Mrs. Peter said she was in- 
formed of the forced feeding in 
a letter from James V. Bennett, 
director of the Federal Bureau 
of Prisons. 

She quoted Bennett’s letter as 
saying, “They still, however, are 
resisting the tube feeding. We 
hope they will desist because, of 
course, it involves hazard and it 
is not altogether impossible that 
some accident might occur.” 

Mrs. Peter said the letter was 


dated May 16 and indicated the 
forced feeding began about May 
11, two weeks ago.

This discouraging picture re- 
sults partly from the fact that 
most of these refugees live in 
Arab territory surrounding 
Israel, areas where the existing 
economy simply cannot provide 
them with a livelihood. The 
impossibility of host countries 
absorbing these refugees im- 
mediately is shown by the fact 
that refugees comprise 55 per 
cent of Jordan’s total popula- 
tion. 

Major development projects 
which could provide settlement 
for refugees involve agreement 
of several different. countries, 


sometimes drag on for years. 

The two most promising pro- 
jects are the Yarmuk-Jordan val- 
ley irrigation plan in Jordan, 
and the Sinai irrigation project 
in Egypt. These two projects 
would absorb 200,000 refugees 
in five years, U.N. officials say. 

Shared by Four Countries. 

The Yarmuk-Jordan project 
has been delayed because of in- 
ternational complications. The 
valley watershed is shared by 
four countries. President Eisen- 
hower’s personal representative 
Eric Johnston has made several 
trips to the area to try to get 
agreement from Israel, Jordan.

A TEST of phonevision run in Chicago in 1951 indi- 
cated that pay TV would have a very large audience 
indeed. Three hundred families, ranging from very 
poor to middle incomes and the very rich were se- 
lected.-For 90 days this sampling of Chicago families 
were fed good movies at $1 apiece and they had the 
choice of taking them or leaving them alone. Most of 
them took quite a lot. One family took 74 pictures in 
90 days (and must have been slightly flabbergasted 
when the bill came in). As a group they bought 1.73 
movies a week, which is three and a half times higher 
than the average family movie-going. 

One odd thing about the Chicago test is that they 
were not new movies. The newest was three years old 
and the oldest 10 years old. All of them had been 
through first, second and third run showings at movie 
theaters. Yet only about 20 per cent of the audience 
had seen any of them. So phonevision could well be a 
very valuable supplementary income to Hollywood 
film people while not substantially damaging their 
primary income at the theaters. (Incidentally, many 
of the Chicago sample families went to the movies 
anyway, even if tai ye them at home.) 

* 

GOOD MOVIES WOULD undoubtedly be a major 
attraction on pay TV. What else would there be? One 
argument of the anti-pay-TV forces is that the coin 
TV people will just give you for pay what you now 
get for nothing. This is not strictly true. Pay TV will 
undoubtedly restore some things that have been lost 
to television like major fights, but, more importantly, 
reclaim for the home audience some things that may 
very well be lost to TV—like baseball. Already, Walter 
O’Malley, alarmed at the mediocre attendance of his 
league-leading Brooklyn Dodgers, has announced that 
he is eyeing coin TV for next season. Here in New 
York all home games of the three teams are now tele- 
cast—but they won't be if attendance slips, 

The most important blessing pay TV could bestow is 
that it would put the advertiser in the back seat in- 
stead of in the front seat. Not long ago a major adver- 
tiser declared he was dropping sponsorship of NBC 
spectaculars because he found “This Is Your Life,” a 
mediocre program, moved his goods a lot faster. It’s 
this kind of thinking that would be ended by pay TV. 
You pays your money and you takes your choice; 
you'd no longer have to see a program just because 
the s wife likes the crooner on it.

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Brain Tumors 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


‘HOUGH they aren’t as frequent as modern fiction 
‘would indicate, brain tumors do occur. But modern 
methods of locating them make operation possible in a 
' greater number of cases. , 

Brain tumors are not 
all malignant or cancer- 
ous. A physician means 
“swelling” when he says 
tumor. Abcesses are tu- 
mors, and they occur in 
the brain. So do other 
tumors that are not can- 
cer. 


A swelling in the 
brain produces symptoms 
because it takes space, 
crowding the brain. Your 
, skull bone is solid bone. 
DR. SHEPHERD It can’t expand to make 
room for brain swellings. This pressure on the brain sub- 
stance first causes only temporary changes. These may 
completely disappear after removal of the tumor, unless 
part of the brain itself is involved. Because any swelling 
or tumor inside the skull causes trouble, such tumors must 
be removed, if possible. That means finding out just where 
the tumor is.

A SURGEON just can’t go rummaging around in your 
brain until he runs across the tumor. Locating brain tu- 
mors used to be a tough job and sometimes not possible 
at all. 

Incidentally, pain isn’t a usual symptom with brain 
tumors. Brain tissue itself doesn’t hurt. Even cutting 
living-brain tissue produces no discomfort. Pain usually 
comes from blood vessels, which have pain-sensitive spots 
that brain tissue lacks. 

' One method of finding brain tumors is by injecting 
material into the arteries going to the brain. The material 
used casts an X-ray shadow sort of like a bone does. X-rays 
after injection show the pattern of arteries in the brain., 
A tumor can change the normal pattern by bending ar- 
teries out of its way or by its own rich, and unusual, blood

ANOTHER METHOD, just being developed, depends 
on radioactive arsenic. Ordinary arsenic becomes radioac- 
tive—throws off particles or rays that can be picked up by 
glorified Geiger counters—when arsenic is put in the atomic 
pile. Extremely tiny amounts of the arsenic, much too 
small to poison anyone, are injected into the blood stream. 
The radioactive arsenic tends to collect in brain tissue, 
especially in brain tumors. 

Then the radiation detectors are set up on each side 
of the head and connected so that they'll make a mark on a 
sheet of paper, showing a human head, any time a bit of 
radiation comes from that location. The counters on the 
right side make a curved mark; the ones on the left side 
make a straight mark. This machine then draws a diagram 
ef the brain tumor, because that is where the marks are 
numerous and close together. If the marks are curved, 
the tumor’s on the right side. If straight, the tumor is on 
the left side. 

Another way of locating some brain tumors is by the 
game brainwave machine that confirms epilepsy. Some 
brain tumors disturb the normal brain wave patterns or 
even put out waves of their own. In that case, the EEG 
(for electroencephalograph) can help locate the tumor.

éé HEN our older son was 

§ months old,” a mother 

writes, ““‘we moved near- 
ly 100 miles from our old home 
where a doting grandfather had 
insisted on rocking him to sleep 
every night. We continued this 
rocking for a long while, but he 
enjoyed it so much it was tak- 
ing longer each night; so we de- 
cided to call a halt. 


“We rocked him for a few 
minutes, then put him down. He 
howled in rage for 15 minutes 
or so, and became so exhausted 
it took only a few minutes of 
rocking the crib to get him to 
sleep. It took only about two 
weeks before he finally went to 
sleep without rocking. But then 
arose the other problem of wak- 
ing in the night for attention.”

SHE CONTINUED: “Rocking 
him or taking him into our bed 
made him happy, but except 
when he was fretful cutting a 
tooth I couldn’t see any point te 
losing so much of my sleep. We 
moved his crib into our room 
and put the crib close to the 
bed. When he awoke in the 
night I just said, ‘Reach over 
here and mummy will hold your 
hand.’ This seemed to satisfy 
him, and it wasn’t long before 
he’d just ask me to hold his 
hand instead of demanding to be 
picked up. 


“Sometimes it happened two 
or three times in one night, but 
it was a lot easier to reach 
through the sides of his crib and 
rub his head or hold his hand 
thay to get up, because both of 
us could sleep this way.

For Making

In early summer 
the ice cream freezer came out 
of storage and it was an eyent- 
ful day, usually Sunday, when it 
was put into use. : 

Often the whole family co- 
operated. Father and the boys 
pounded the ice in a burlap 
bag. Mother and the girls 
scalded the freezer can and got 
the mix ready for the freezer 
pail. They supervised the meas- 
urement of the rock salt and 
ice in which it was packed. -

necessary for the ice cream to 
be ready for packing. 

The inner can must be care- 
fully removed to prevent salt 
seepage into the ice cream, The 
dasher must be removed before 
the can is re-covered and re- 
packed, again in salt and ice, 
The dasher was not scraped too 
carefully as all those who had 
a hand in turning felt that they 
had a right to taste the cream. 
At mealtime it never seemed to 
taste quite so good as did that 
“lick” from the dasher. 

The increased manufacture of 
commercial ice cream is respon- 
sible for more than doubling 
the consumption in the last 25 
years. The price by the quart 
is usually in ratio to quality. 
The higher the cream content, 
the finer the product. For less 
expensive creams a larger pro- 
portion of dry milk solids is 
used. 

In spite of the volume of 
ready-to-use ice cream _ avail- 
able, there is still some interest 
in home-made ice cream. Read- 
ers have asked for recipes for 
“Philadelphia” ice cream, usual- 
ly a mixture of cream and fla- 
voring, and for French ice 
cream with a custard base. It 
is still fun. to make ice cream 
as a family affair. 

Philadelphia Ice Cream. 

One quart thin cream, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, three- 
fourths cup sugar, one table- 
=" vanilla extract, ice, rock- 
salt. 

Combine ingredients and stir 
until sugar is dissolved. Pour 
in freezer can and freeze, using 
eight parts chopped ice to one 
park rocksalt. Remove dasher 
and repack with four parts ice 
to one part salt. Yield: One and 
one-half quarts. 

French Ice Cream. 

One tablespoon flour, three- 
fourths cup sugar, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, two egg yolks, 
slightly beaten, one cup milk, 
three cups thin cream, one ta- 
blespoon vanilla extract. 

Mix flour, sugar and salt in 
top of double boiler. _ Add 
slightly beaten egg yolks and 
milk gradually. Cook over hot 
water, stirring constantly, until 
mixture thickens. Cool, add 
cream and vanilla extract. Fol- 
low freezing directions in recipe 
above.

Sappy Knots and Rusty Nails. 
F it’s the little things in this 
world that make life worth 
living, it’s also the little things 
that can, at times, make for a big 
pain in the neck. 

We cite as two examples of 
little things that make life an- 
noying, knots in wood siding 


, that keep bleeding through paint 


and nails in wood siding that 
leave a nice wide stain of rust 
down the siding. 

As far as knots go, the stan- 
dard treatment is to coat them 
with orange shellac. Sometimes 
if the knot is very active and a 
lot of resin is about, two coats 
of shellac or two coats of alu- 
minum paint are required. 


In some cases, it’s wise to put 
a little heat on the knot first to 
draw out as much resin as pos- 
sible and then wipe this off with 
turpentine. After you've done 
all this, you can go ahead with 
the shellac or aluminum paint. 

Nails in wood siding can be 
just as bad a problem and often 
worse because there are so many 
of them. Punching the head of 
the nail below the wood siding 
with a nail set and then filing 
in over it with wood putty usu- 
ally does the trick. 


It’s wise, however, to paint 
over the nail head once it’s been 
set below the wood surface ard 
then apply the putty after the 
paint is dry. This prevents the 
wood from drawing the oils out 
of the putty and causing the 
putty to shrink and fall out. 

It’s a question whether in the 
long run it’s not almost easier 
to pull the nails out of the wood 
and replace them with aluminum 
nails that won’t rust. While this

T the Country Store, you 
A can buy an old-fashioned 

peppermint stick or a sack 
of molasses drops, have a game 
of checkers by a pot-bellied 
stove, or look over a genuine 
cigar store Indian, take home a 
jar of home-canned pitkled 
beets, blueberry preserves, or a 
Davy Crockett doll. 

The Country Store, operated 
in the west foyer of Jefferson 
Memorial by volunteer members 
of the Women’s Association of 
the Missouri Historical Society, 
under the chairmanship of Mrs. 
Eric P. Newman, is doing a brisk 
business in souvenirs and nos- 
talgia. At the end of its first 
10 months, it has done so well 
that its profits have resulted in 
a long overdue salary raise for 
the staff at the Historical So- 
ciety. 

“We started off last July on 
the hottest day of the year,” 
pretty Mrs. Newman recalled 
the beginnings of the store, a 
brainchild thought up by her, 
Mrs. Robert Neill, and Mrs. 
Frank E. Pelton Jr. “We wanted 
to do something to raise money 
for the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety. Those of us who had chil- 
dren recalled haw we always 
came home from any place of 
interest with souvenirs and we 
thought a gift shop might be 
profitable.” 


Mrs. Newman and her com- 


mittee scouted around for mer- 
chandise already being manufac- 
tured which might fit into the 
historical theme, which they’d 
decided to follow. They found 
Indian dolls, toy frontier wagons, 
a jigsaw puzzle of the Lewis and 
Clark expedition, and finally as- 
sembled enough stock to start 
out. 

Once they were under way, 
suggestions came from all over. 
One woman found dolls made of 
cornshucks in North Carolina, 
another located horehound candy 
at a Connecticut ice cream par- 
lor, another a New England farm 
that made blueberry jellies. With 
the help of Historical Society di- 
rector Charles van Ravenswaay, 
they combed the countryside 
looking for authentic store props 
to add to the atmosphere. 

From a drug store estab- 
lished in 1870 by Henry Mertens 
in Miami, Mo., they obtained 
cabinet work reminiscent of 
steamboat architecture. Its many 
drawers have china pulls marked 
with the names of items in use 


80 years ago, venetian red 
(mixed with buttermilk for 
brightening brick fireplaces), 


fish bone (for bird cages), indigo 
(foreruner of modern bleaches), 
Irish moss, seneca root, camphor, 
and buchu leaves. 

“We have a glossary so volun- 
teers know where to iook for 
supplies,” Mrs. Newman  ex- 
plains. “‘Rubber fire engine sets 
are in ‘seneca,’ frontier wrap-

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Contract 
Bridge 
By Ely Culbertson 


HE CODE of ethics for bridge, 
as promulgated experts 
-and (usually) followed by 
players of lesser rank, is a rather 
complicated affair. Indeed, it is 
not always understood by people 
who may have graduated to 
bridge from. other card games, 
notably poker. 


Take the matter of hesitations 
in the bidding or play. All ex- 
perts agree it is perfectly ethical 
for a player to act on the eon- 
clusions he may have drawn 
from an opponent’s hesitation, 
but that it is not proper to take 
advantage of partner’s huddles. 
In short, dny information ac- 
quired from the enemy is legiti- 
mate, but information from 
partner is not legitimate if it 
was conveyed by a hesitation or 
intonation of voice, or in any 
other way except via a bid, a 
pass or a double. 

. Since this is true, it behooves” 
all players to be careful about™ 
their hesitations. In the first 
place, partner cannot ethically 
profit whereas the opponents 
can; and in the second place, the 
hesitation may give the enemy 
a splendid clue that is of no 
value to the hesitator’s partner. 
Here’s an illustration:

ERTAIN small, silvery fish have a bill about one inch long.

SOMEWHAT like the needle- 
fish are the halfbeaks. They like- 
wise jump over small floating 
objects. : 

Halfbeaks are found from 
Cape Cod down to the West Ip- 
dies, Their name came from thé 
fact that their beaks or bills ate 
only about half there. The upper 
part ‘of the beak may be less 
than a quarter of an inch long 
while the lower part exceeds an 
inch. 


Often a halfbeak turns a flip 
when it crosses an object. It 
presses the long lower jaw 
against the object and flips over. 
The tail strikes the water first 
on the other side. 


Similar in shape to needlefish 
and halfbeaks are the gars, a& 
garfish. These often grow to &@ 
length of from four to six feet. 
The bill of a garfish may be 
more than 10 inches long.
